Diohtheria C ntrcel 


The nation-wide diohtheris immunizetion pr gram which was started 4 
in Sevtember hes net been carried cut t- the full satisfecti~n of this 
Section. It was anticivzted thet all children ten years -f ace end under 
would be immunized by 15 November 1946.. Inf-rmeticn from verivcus s-urces 
indicetcs that the program has not progressed sm-othly in scme vrefectures. 
The administretive machinery for notifying persens tc report for inoculation) 
end the actual inoculation cf these persons has not been well handled in 
some cases. Although the diphtheria rate is svproximetely 40% cf the rete 
in 1945, it is still fer te> high and does not reflect an adequate immunize tit 
progrem. Military Government health officers are urged to exorcise sur-— 
veillence in their resvective prefectures to see thet this program is fully | 
completed without delay. | 


Smalloox Ocntrol 


Smalloox is on the increase et the present time, Since 3 nationwide 
immunizetion progrem was comoleted during the svring and summer mnths, 7 
smallpox should not present a problem this winter. However, it is question—7 
able whether ell non-immune individuals were adequately vaccinsted during 
the recent immunization progrem. In view of this fact, and in order to 
insure that adequate control measures are continuously enforced, Militery ~~ 
Government health officers are urged to keep a very close check on all 
ceses “ccurrin,; in their respective prefectures and t» exercise surveillence — 
over prefectural health authorities to see that isolation, gquerentine end 
local immunization procedures ere properly carried out. 


| Venereal Disease Control 


At the three day school for all prefectural venereal disease ecntrol 
officers held in Tokyo last week, vhysicians were informed of basic oublic 
health principles and modern treatment regimes were demonstrated. 


The venereal disease reports from Military Covernment health officers ~ 
ere still coming in. Almost without exception they have been very informativ 
sc that when they are ell summarized, there will be available a good picture 


of this work in Javen. The personel comments of the Militery Government 
health officers are particulsrly helvful. x. 


The Ministry has been given a sample of > venereel disesse report E 

cerd to be translated, reproduced snd sent out to ell prefectures. When thesi 

c*rds sre eveaileble, every new case seen by = vublic or private ph sician 
. will be reported on this form. 


Four pamohlets on venere?l disesse information t. the public eve 
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been given to the Ministry for reproduction and distribution to the public, 
‘Plens for radio publicity have been initiated. Lectures to physicians and 
to medical students are continuing, 


The main difficulty seems to be gotting the Japanese actually to set 
up and start opereting clinics for the care of the general public.

1 December was more than 20 vercent less than the number (1145) reported 
the previous weck, This wes the smallest number reported since tho last 
week in Seotember. The number of dceths (94), however, was the larzest 
number reported since the cerly part of March. The casc rate per 
100,006 poovietion was 64.3 compared with a cumulative rate of 67.5. 
The corrcspondin,;,.. death rates were 6.7 end 5.3. 


Dysentcry cascs again decreased nearly 30 vercont from 326 to 337. 
Deaths ¢ccroascd slightly from 118 ts 105. The current case rate was 
16.9 comoared with the cumulative rate of 124.8. The current and 
cumulative death ratos were 7.5 and 18.5 resncctively.
